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PREFACE 


HIS Bibliography has been -produced with the approval of the 
| British National Committee of the International Committee of 
Historical Sciences in view of the fact that publication of the Jnter- 
national Bibliography of Historical Sciences covering the years of the War will 
in any event not be possible for some years. It is felt that there is urgent 
need among scholars in all fields of history for bibliographical aids to the 
historical work that has appeared during the War. It proved possible to 
continue during the War the preparation of the British material for the 
International Bibliography in the same manner as before the War. In conse- 
quence the British National Committee considered that it was highly desir- 
able that this material should be made available as soon as possible in the 
form of a single volume containing a list of historical writings (books, articles 
and reviews) published in the years 1940-1945 in Great Britain and the 
British Commonwealth. The agreement of Dr. Waldo Leland, President of 
the International Committee of the Historical Sciences, was obtained. 
When the publication of the International Bibliography is resumed, it will be 
possible to utilize in it the material in this volume. This Bibliography is 
prepared in the same way as the International Bibliography and, with a few 
slight modifications, classified according to the same subject headings. Any 
shortcomings or errors are, we hope, outweighed by the advantages of speedy 
publication and availability to historical scholars and students in all countries 
who have been cut off from recent historical work for so many cruel and 
severing years. Publication of this volume has been made possible by a grant 
from the British Academy. 


As compiler and editor of this volume we have been fortunate enough 
to secure the expert services of Mr. L. B. Frewer, M.A., Superintendent of 
Rhodes House Library, Oxford, who was responsible for the British material 
in the pre-war volumes of the International Bibliography. The British 
National Committee are much indebted to Mr. B. H. Sumner, Warden of 
All Souls College, Oxford, who made the necessary atrangements on their 
behalf for the publication of this volume and contributed most valuable 
assistance to the final stages of its preparation.

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EDITORIAL NOTE 


and format as the International Bibliography of Historical Sciences. 

It is a selective compilation of historical writings, covering all aspects 
of history down to the beginning of the second World War, published in 
Great Britain and the Commonwealth between 1940 and 1945 inclusive, 
together with articles from some one hundred and twenty periodicals pub- 
lished in Great Britain and the Commonwealth, and reviews of such works 
which have appeared in these periodicals. There are included in this 
Bibliography books published in the United States by certain American 
universities which are also published in Great Britain by the Oxford and 
Cambridge University Presses. ‘The selection has been made from Whitaker’s 
Cumulative Book List for Great Britain and from books mentioned in biblio- 
graphies and reviews in the above-mentioned periodicals. 


Ts volume has been prepared as far as possible in the same manner 


A list of these periodicals, with the abbreviations adopted, will be found 
on pages ix-xii. These abbreviations accord with those in use in the World 
List of Historical Periodicals and Bibliographies. It will be seen from this list 
that, in accordance with the pre-war practice in the International Bibliography, 
no attempt has been made to cover systematically the transactions and 
proceedings of local societies in Great Britain, so that local history, as regards 
articles, is represented for the most part only by those articles which appeared 
in more general periodicals. 


The method of classification follows that of the International Bibliography, 
with as few modifications as possible. 


Bibliographies that come under the heading of a section or a sub-section 
will be found at the beginning of the relative section or sub-section, other- 
wise in B 1 aand B1 b. Sub-sections B 6 to B 13 contain writings covering 
in time or subject matter a wider range than those covered by any one of the 
other headings. History of the Middle Ages (1) is taken to cover chrono- 
logically from about A.D. 500 to 1450, and Modern History since the late 
fifteenth century in the case of K, M, N and O, and since the Reformation, 
inclusive, in the case of L. 


Material falling under headings L to P is to be found under those head- 
ings and not under K 2, countries. Entries are not duplicated.

In general, all items concerning solely the countries covered by Q, R, 5S, 
and 'T, are placed under these headings, and not under other subject head- 
ings, e.g. Indian economic history will be found under Q 3 not N 3, Chinese 
art under Q 5 not under B 10 or M8. Exceptions to this are material 
relating to the East India Company, which will be found in P 2c, and material 
relating to Australia and New Zealand since 1787 which will be found in 
P2¢ or, if relating to the 20th century, in K 2 Australia, K 2 New Zealand, 
or under the subjects covered by L, M, N and O. Reference can be made to 
the Index of Places which includes all items relating e.g. to Australia and 
New Zealand. 


Certain sections which contain no material at all have been included as 
an indication that nothing has appeared during the years under review on 
the subjects they cover. Every effort has been made to render all entries 
complete in every detail, but a few have proved elusive, and in these cases 
certain information is lacking, e.g. number of pages or price. 


In conclusion, I desire to make most grateful acknowledgment of the 
expert guidance, advice and ready co-operation in the planning and publica- 
tion of this work by Mr. B. H. Sumner, Warden of All Souls College, Oxford;
